There is a délightfully engaging 
homeliness in this picture whion 
porves to make it excellent enter- 
tainment without too much weight, 
and is of the type which should ap- 
peal readily tothe regular run of film 
patrons no matter where they may 
be located.

King Of The Belgians 
Killed On Satuiday 


BRUSSELS, Feb. 19.—King Albert 
I, the beloved hero-king of the Bel- 
gians, is dead—a victim of the sport 
of mountain climbing he loved so 
well. 

The late Monarch was 58 years old 
and his son, Crown Prince Leopold, 
who will become king in his stead, 
va 82, , 

His tiny nation again haps been 
plunged into the deep sorrow it Knew 
when King Albert was leading its 
soldiers against overwhelming odds 
in the Great War. 

A piece of frostbitten rock, crumb- 
ling in the strong fingers of the 
royal hand, cost Belgium her ruler 
and the world an enlightened mon- 
arch in an accident which climaxed 
what the king had planned as a 
rmple Saturday afternoon of sport. 

Death came to the king sometime 
in the late hours of Saturday but, by 
a curious quirk of fate, his subjects 
had no knowledge of his death until 
early Sunday. 

For more than twelve hours, while 
the majority of Belgium slept in the 
peaceful early Sunday quict of this 
beautiful city, their King Albert lay 
dead, his skull fractured in a deep 
ravine near the village of Namur, 22 
miles south of the Belgium capital. 

Alone, he had tried to climb a 200 
foot cliff, the Rocher de Marche-Le: 
Dames, The projecting knob of a 
stone broke off in his hand and the 
man who had _slimbed | snow-happe:! 
mountain peaks plunged 36 feet to 


death.

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May Build More ’Planes 


Electricity as a means of resuscitat- 
ing apparently dead persons was de- 
scribed to physicians at Philadelphia 
by Dr, Albert S. Hyman, of New 
York, inventor, who asserted several 
experiments have been successful, 

Dr. Hyman uses a slender golden 
needle charged with the amount of 
electricity’ produced by the normal 
beating heart. This is plunged’ di- 
rectly into the heart, he said, in the 
same manner that the adrenalin has 
been injetced for yéars. 

Adrenalin, Dr. Hyman said, has 
been used with indifferent success, 
but the electrical invention has rais- 
ed .the probability of success to be- 
tween 40 and 45 per cent. The in- 
strument has proved successful in 
cases where death was caused by 
shock, in accident, child birth or 
operations while under ether, accord- 
ing to the inventor. In:eases;.how- 
ever, where death was caused by 
constitutional deterioration the needle 
is ineffective. 


A new five-year-plan under which 
the United States Army Air Corps 
would be authorized to construct 
1,000 aeroplanes and increase its 
personnel has been submitted ~ to 
Congress by George Dern, secretary 
of war. The plan includes building 
up in the air corps a force compris- 
ing all military aviation elements 
and adequate to meet effectively the 
requirements of all military air and 
land operations. 

The. general staff was said to have 
found that the existing air corps 
strength was below requirements, 
and that the percentages of types of 
aircraft should be revised. It be- 
lieved: also that 1,800 serviceable 
planes would not permit the neces- 
sary allotment to overseas posses- 
sions. and at the same time permit 
the organization of an effective mili- 
tary’air force unit-within the United 
States.

Watson lost his sight when dis- 
ease attacked the corneas of his 
eye, the transparent. shell that pro- 
tects the exposed surface. His case 
remained apparently hopeless until 
Dr. Tudor Thomas, noted Cardiff 
specialist, became interested in him. 
From his sightless eyes Dr. Thomas 
peeled the dieased corneas, replacing 
them with healthy corneas from the 
eyes of two persons whose sight had 
failed from other causes.

BOGS OF WAR VS. DOVE OF PEACE 


Even the most hasty pérusal of the daily papers 
must convince the reader that conditions in both Kiurope 
and Asia are far from peaceful, The assurance from 
ove quarters that all 1s now quiet and well in hand, 
does not mislead the more observant, who taking a gen- 
ceva: survey of all the facts, know it is a very delicate 
situation. Saat 

Smoking cigarettes while sitting on a powder barrel, 
would be absolute safety, compared to the persent Inter- 
national situation, One false move at the present time 
is liable to bring on a holocaust, which would make the 
last. world war look like some school boy escapade, 

In France discontent seems to be breaking oui repeat- 
edly. We are, of course, quite accustomed to the French 
Government changing its personnel over night. How- 
ever, only the diplomatic but decisive action of the latest 
Premier, Doumergue, has saved that country from being 
the. point from which the great conflagration should be 
hurled upon the. world. 

Dollfuss,. of Austria, the biggest little man in the 
world of today, has also, by quick and decisive action, 
coupled with diplomatic promises of amnesty to those 
laying down their rebel arms, apparently smothered out 
for the ‘time being the flames which would break 
out in that country. Just how successfully he has quiet- 
ed the rebellion, which has already taken the lives of 
hundreds of men, women and children, time alone can 
tell. 

Italy has massed 75,000 picked troups at strategic 
points along her Austrian frontier, ready for any event- 
uality and watchfully waiting. 

The European Incendiary is, as he has been for some 
time, Hitler, of Germany. That country, unbeaten ap- 
parently when she capitulated in the last war, is ready 
now for.a new conflict, and is stirring up trouble, as be- 
fore,a mongst people outside her own borders, having 
proven in the Jast great conflict that the vanquished may 
be the winner if he is able to carry.on the struggle away 
from home, 

Europe is not alone in her precarious position. In 
Asia,Japan is becoming more and more aggressive in her 
so-called Anti-Bandit Panpaicn, she has recently moved 
her troups forward, occupying new citids and encroach- 
ing further upon Russian territory. Conflict of sangiuary 
nature can not be avoided- longer than the opening of 
spring, in the opinion of Manchurian. officials, in which 
vpinion highest authorities in Great Britian concur. Ob- 
servers claim that the conflict may begin any day, 
Russia being much better prepared for eventualities than 
has scaevally been supposed. 

Just what the next few days or weeks will bring, no 
one can foretell, but the present is certainly a time of 
great responsibility for those entrusted with affairs of 
state in the nations of the world. One bad break in the 
present crisis would certainly be disastrous. 

It will certainly be an anxious time for the Dove of 
Peace as evidently the Dogs of War are held back only by 
the fear of the results of their own fierce powers, and 
millions of lives hang as by thread, their blood being the 
forfeit in the event of someone making the fatal blunder, 
which will precipitate a war such as the world has never 
known. It is surely time that the lives of the innocent 
should not be sacrificed as the price of any indiscretion 
or connivance on the part of those who would wield pow- 
er either of gold or glory.

Jesus 
Uhrist, the son of God was willing to 
ve made sin tor us who knew no sin; 
that we might be made the rigat- 
eousness of God in Him. Jesus 
made the way of peace for us. Sin 
had destroyed the road to Heaven, 
leaving only a ropgh and thorny 
way for human feet to go. upon. 
There never would have been a path 
of peace had not Jesus Himself 
made it. All ways in‘life save that 
one which He has opened for us are 
full of pain and trouble, and lead 
only to sorrow, despair and death. 
But Christ prepared a highway that 
is beautirul and blessed and that 
leads to eternal joy'and glory. it 
was not easy work building this road. 


‘In the construction of some of this 


world’s great thorough fares thou- 
sands of human lives were sacrificed. 
We forget sometimes ag we move on 
m the highway~ of redemption amid 
peaceful scenes with soft music in 
our eafs and rich comntorts in our 
hearts, and Heavenly hopes to woo 
us forward, what it cost our Blessed 
Lord, what toil and tears and biood, 


_to prepare ‘the way for us. to bridge 


over chasms and level down the 
mountains, to make possible a way 
to bring sinful men to a Holy God. 
But now the way is open, and from 
beginning to end it is the way of 
people, (Luke 2:10 - 14) (John 10:9). 

“He hath appeared to put away 
sin by the sacrifice of Himself.” 

It is a fearful thing for anyone to 
see death before seeing Jesus 
Death is terrible. It is a yale of 
shadows. It ushers us into the 
presence of God to be judged. What 
if we have never seen Christ? The 
Lord revealed this great fact to 
Simeon, that he should not see death 
before he had seen the Lord’s Christ. 
(Luke 2:26). ‘No matter how many 
great men we have seen during our 
life; no matter what we may have 
done in the way of good and great 
deeds. We may have seen the won- 
ders of every land; we may have 
achieved honour and fame. But if 
we have not seen.Christ we are not 
ready to die. Even wicked men want 
to see Him before death, although all 
through their life they have rejected 
Him. They can live without Him, 
but without Him they dare not die. 

There is a story told of an Infidel 
whose wife was a loyely Christian. 
Their beautiful daughter lay dying. 


Her father had always rediculed 
Christ in her presence. When she 
was near death she asked him 


whether he wanted her to die in his 
or in her mother’s belief—as an In- 
fidel or as a Christigy. With great 
emotion he said, “Mary, I would 
rather you would die in your 
mother’s faith—die as a Christian.” 
He was not content for his child to 
meet death as an unbeliever. All his 
scepticism vanished in the presence 
of the dread mystery. 

Death tests all creeds. A belief 
that is not good to die in, surely 
cannot be worthy of acceptance by 
an immortal Being. No one, as he 
entered the Valley of Shadows, was 
ever heard regretting that he had 
trusted his soul in Christ’s hand. 
When we have truly seen Christ, we 
are ready for death any moment. We 
have already passed from death unto 
life, and have nothing to dread in 
the experience of dying. Departure 
will only be translation from dark- 
ness unto light. 

No one is ready to die in peace 
until he has seen the Christ. Simeon 
experienced this in Luke 2:29 when 


he uttered these words after sceing 
the Christ, “Now lettest Thon Thy 
servant depart in Peace.” ‘But when 
ofie has seen Him, he needs no fur- 
ther preparation for dying. He may. 
never have looked upon any of the 
wonders of this world; but it is not 
necessary that he should have done 
so, if he has beheld the Lamb of God. 
He may not have carried out one of 
his own ambitious’ plans in life, nor 
have achieved anything great or 
beautiful: but no matter— The one 
essential achievement in life is- to 
see Jesus. When we have truly seen 
Him. dying has no more terrors, for 
He has robbed death of its sting and 
the grave of its victory. (Cor. 15:55 - 
67.) Dear reader, have you seen 
Jesus? He hath appeared unto you 
to put away in by the Sacrifice of 
Himself that you- might pass out of 
death unto life. He that hath tne 
Son Wath everlasting life: and he 
that hath not the Son shall not see 
life; but the wrath of God abideth on 
him. (John 38:36.) 

The second part of our text we 
find verse 24. ‘For Christ is not 
entered into the holy places made 
with hands, which is the figures of 
the true; but unto Heaven itself, 
now to appear in the presence of God 
for us.” “Wherefore He is able 
to save them to the uttermost that 
come unto God by Him, seeing He 
ever liveth to make intercession for 
them.” (Heb. 4:26.)

The saltpetre, known chemically as 


potassium nitrate, is an oxidizing 
agent. Now oxidizing agents are sub- 
stances which furnish oxygen to ottier 
materials in a chemical . reaction. 


Thus, when thé gunpowder is ignited 
combustion is supported by the oxy- 
gen liberated from the saltpetre, and 


doer not come from the oxygen of the 
air. When this very rapid chemical 


‘| change takes place in guns, large 


volumes of such, as carbon 
dioxide and sulphur dioxide are pro- 
duced, due to the combining of sul- 
phur and charcoal (carbon) in. the 
gunpowder with the oxygen supplied 
by the nitrate. As a result of this 
rapid chemical reaction very» high 
temperatures are produced. The heat 
causes the gases to expand, and thus 
they push the cannon ball out with 
great velocity. 

Ir, modern warfare the use of gun- 
powder is limited to bursting charges 
for shrapnel shell, to time fuses, and 
to priming charges for use with 
smokeless powder. Due to its low 
cost it le still. used extensively by 
sportsmen in hunting. It is also in 
great demand for blasting purposes 
because of its cheapness and because 
it does not require a detonator. It 


lacks the power possessed by modern 
high explosives but has the marked 
advantage of being less shattering 
than most explosives.

Explanations And Comments 
The Twelve Sent Forth, 10:1-4. 


Jesus had already chosen the twelve 


disciples, and now he sent them out 
two by two, as Mark tells us, to help 
in this time of great need, and to 
gain train! for their future work. 
He gave th authority to cast out 
demons and cure the sick. 

«Matthew now records the names of 
The Twelve. In all the lists given 
(Mt. 10:2-4; Mk. 3:16-19; Lk. 6:14- 
16, and Acts 1:13), the disciples are 
arranged in three groups; the first of 
the first group is always Peter; that 
of the second Philip; and that of the 
third, James» the son of .Alphaeus: 
The order of the remaining three in 
each group varies in the different 
lists,. save that Judas Iscariot is al- 
ways the last one given. 

Simon, who is called Peter. He re- 
ceived the name of Peter, which 
means Rock or Stone, when first call- 
ed. Peter was the spokesman of the 
group, “the Mouth of the Apostles,” 
as Chrysostom calls him. ; 

“Christ created ideal men by 
idealizing the real men, turning 
the impulsive Simon into Peter 
the rock, changing Pharisaic Saul 
into Paul, and the cursing son of 
thunder into the loving John. 

Cultivate Carist’s idealism and 

you may repeat his highest mir- 

acle—the transformation of the 
character of your  friends.”— 

(James Bashford). 


Andrew, Peter’s brother. It was he 
who brought Peter to Jesus, “thus 
earning the distinction of being tae 


first missionary of the Kingdom of | 


Heaven.” James and John, sons of 
Zebedee, Jesus called Boanerges, Sons 
of Thunder. James was the first dis- 
ciple to suffer martyrdom (Acts 
12:2). John is known as “the dis- 
ciple whom Jesus loved.” He is asso- 
ciated with Peter in the events nar- 
rated in the early chapters of The 
Acts. 

Philip, who would be shown the 
Father (Jn. 14:8); Bartholomew (Na- 
thanael), the Israelite in whom was 
no guile; Thomas “The Doubter,” as 
he is often called; Matthew the pub- 
lican, and writer of the Gospel we 
are studying; James the son of Al- 
phaeus, who is called James the Less 
in Mark; Thaddaeus, more noted for 
his names than his deeds (Lk. 6:16; 
Jn, 14:22; Mk. 3:18); Simon the 
Cananaean, called also Simon Zelotes, 
or the Zealot; and Judas Iscariot 
(literally, Man of Kerioth, a village 
near Hebron), the only Judean among 
The Twelve, “who also betrayed him.”

No winter cold or drifting snow is 
comparable in its awfulness to the 
encroachments of the desert. 

Thus we find the government of

They will tell you they hold the 
snow in winter and cause water to 
lay on the roadside in summer, It’s 
bad for motor cars they say. 

‘Well maybe, and of all people on 
earth who need a motor car, possibly 
the farmer-of.the west finds them 
of greatest service, yet it might be 
better for every automobile to be 
swept out of existence than to see 
even half of our trees destroyed. 

If the people of this old earth had 
to choose between trees and auto- 
mobiles, one fancies they would an- 
chor to the tall timbers. Planting 
trees of each approved variety on a 
large scale would doubtless be of 
great benefit directly or indirectly 
to the whole of Canada. The writer 
has set out thousands of trees, watch- 
ed many grow to maturity and iie, | 
which. some of the quick growing 
variety seem to do so easily on the 
prairies.

school work but this article is in- 
tended to stress the prevalence of 
eyestrain And its attendant evils. 

About three people out of every 
ten use glasses to-day for some pur- 
pose but it is estimated that seven 
out of ten should be wearing them. 
This almost universal need for assist- 
ance in modern civilized life is large- 
ly due to-the constant use of the eyes 
at close range and almost constant 
exposure to “glare” from sidewalk, 
roads or buildings, printing on glossy | 
paper and from high powered electric | 
lights. | 

Modern life demands modern! 
be it and it is the’ constant use 

eyes for closé work that has 
made scientific glass-fitting a great 
basic human need. 

The strain of civilized life falls; 
most heavily upon the eyes, the most 
delicate and the hardest worked of 
any of the organs of the body. This / 
is especially true of school children | 
because a child's eyes are immature; 
they are baby eyes until he rag reach- 
ed the age of. proper development 
and too frequently he is required to 
do work which would mean a full 
load for mature eyes. 

There are twenty-five million young 
people in the schools of this conti- 
nent and it has been found by actual 
survey that twenty per cent. of them 
have eyes which are so completely 
out of focus that it is interfering 
with their progress in school and rob- 
bing them of their opportunity for 
proper preparation for life’s work. 

Millions of: young people quit 
school earlier than they otherwise 
would, because of some physical 
handicap; millions of others are re- 


ers and owners or occupants of pri- 
vate lands, restricting the destruction 
of trees—excepting for their own use 
—to summer wood of a certain size. 

And now we come to the real cause 
of all this wilful waste. ‘Lack of 
funds to buy coal.” ‘ , 

This need not be such a problem as 
appears on the surface. It costs real 
money ot burn wood for even if one 
cuts the wood themselves they still 
have to pay the owner something for 
the standing trees. 

Then hauling, sawing and extra 
belp enters into the picture as well 
as lasting qualities, heat units, and 
extra hardships of the wood trail on 
man and beasts, clothing and equip- 
ment. 

The facts are that the farmers will 
turn to burning coal aga‘n in win- 
ter when their means permit. When 
there is something more nearly ap- 
proaching a relative value between 
what he sells and what he buys. 

Thug to hasten that day a deter- 
mined effort to deliver coal at prairie 
points and to sell it as well at a 
small margin of profit would save 
our growing trees, make work for 
idle men in coal mines and on the 
railroads. And help to save western 
Canada from the encroachments of 
the desert. Surely this woilld be-a 
wortay move in which railroad com- 
panies, governments and farmers can 
all co-operate.

All the physical activi- 
ties of the body are made possible 
only through the expenditure of 
nerve’ force which is ‘our vital motor 
power. Where do we get thig power? 
In a healthy normal individual jt is 
automatically stored up during a 
night's sleep; sufficient for each day's 
use and any person who uses more 
nerve force each day than is stored 
up the night before is slowly but 
surely facing nervous ppperte ss J 
Nerve ethaustion is the cause of 
most of our physical ills and the eyes 
play a far greater part in this con- 
dition’ than is generally realized, ~ . 

The examination of childrens’ eye- 
sight by school nurse or teacher is of 
limited value. At best they canonly 
be expected to discover the worst 
cases of poor vision whereas a per- 
sor might be able to read every le‘- 
ter on the test chart amd yet be sin- 
fering from nervous exhaustion due 
to eyestrain. Such cases usually es- 
cape the notice of any but a skillful 
optometrist who knows what to lonk 
for and how to correct it. Such cascs 
as described are the ones in greatest 
need of help.

Monthly Payment’ Plans: Made 
Available to Taxpayers 


Red Deer, February 15.—The in- 
terest penalty on tex arrears here 
was reduced by the city council Mon- 
day night.
